at bigh oh. is drayned by Engines, which caſt out the water ; and ours 
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have not only/a deſcent to the Sea, but divers large Rivers and ſtreams for 
leading waters to thetr natural out-falls... "of 
To gave inſtance un the benefits ; Fir$ let us confuder the large propor- 
tion of this one Levell, which is no leſs. than five bundred tbouſond Acres, 
t being,from the edge of Sutolk,to (Qapnflete in Lincolnſhire, fu// LYviii, 
miles tn a ſtrait line: And if we reckon by the bow of the Fenn, which tun- 
nethy on both ſides of the River Gaitham, within a male of Lincoln, it may 
he well accounted xxx miles ; the breadth berng, in many places xxx, 
more Xx. and ſeldom ſo luttle as ten miles: ſo that, "tis thought by ſome, to 
be as good ground, and as much, as the States of the low Countries enjoy in.

Next for the richneſs of the ſoyl,heing gained from the waters;doth it not 
' for tbe moſt part exceed the high grounds thereon bordering, as much as ather 
meadows do, which are ordinarily let for xX*. the Acre? And do we not 
ſee, that inthe Marſhes beyond (Uaynflete in Lincolnſhire, where the grounds 
' are ſevered and trenched,it is hard to find a poor man, though they ſit at 
great Rents? for their Cattel, being alwaztes ſound and thriving, are there- 
fore merchandable ; or if they come ta a miſchance, yet fit for food. 
. eMoreover, beſides the great plenty of fleſh. and white meats, with the 
 breed.of | ſervicable Horſes, let us conſider the abundance of Wooll, Hydes,. 
. Tallow, andother Commodities, which this frutf ull ground now produces , 
andthat the new Chanels, made for the Draynang, do yield no ſmall advan- 
tage to all thoſe parts, for the carriage of their Corn and HMerchandize;

As for the decay of Fiſh and Fowl, which hath been no ſmall WA 
 jefhion agarnſt this publick work , there 1s not much likelyhood thereof :

ard Lakes, Si: continumg which be indeed the principal harbours for them, 
that there will he no want of ether ; for in the vaſt ſpreading waters they 
ſeldom abide, the Rivers, Chanels, and leeres being their principal Res 
 ceptacles ; which being now increaſed, will rather augment than diminiſh 
their flore. And that both Fiſh and Fowl arewub much more eaſe taken by 


this reſtraint of the waters within ſuch bounds, we daily ſee; foraſmuch

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a all Netts for Fiſhing, are better made uſe of in the Rivers and AMeeres, , 
than when the waters are out of thoſe narrower limits: And that Decoys *

-greateſt antiquity, and -in chief renown 


for Arts and Civility, are alſo famous 
for their works of this nature, is evident

Amongſt this fort of works , againſt 
the inconvenience of the River, may be 
reckoned the znbanking * of Cities , which 
Seſoſtris fir## performed : But thoſe works , 
eſpecially at Bubaſtis, were after herght- 
ned by Sabacon the Athiopian, who 1m- 
ployed thereiz all perſons condemned to 
death, The other kind of Trenches, 
extending the benefit of the inundation 
beyond nature, is more commendable, 
having lefle of neceffity , but more for 
imication. The firſt of theſe was made 
by King Mer:s, intoa Lake on the Lyb:- 
an {1de, which bears his name : which 
Lake ( ſaith Herodotus © )1s three thouſand 
&ſix hundred furlongs in compaſs (betng the 
meaſure of Wgypt along the Sea coalt) and 
Lyeth in length North and South ; the grea- 
teſt depth being ſifty paces.

Lands &c. had held them of the Pre-

VVhich ſaid Mills, with the Lands and 
Tenements aforeſaid, the ſaid Richard, 
by the Kings licenſe, then and there ex- 
hibited , gave to one Walter Abbot of 
Glaſtonbnry, the preceding Abbot z/ ro 
hold to him and his Succeflors for ever : 
And ſo ſaid, that the then Abbor held 
thoſe Mills; in form aforeſaid ; without 
that, that they were built higher in any 
ſort , other p On is beforealleged; and 
thar this he was ready to prove. 

And he ſaid,that before thoſeMills were 
fo new builr by the ſaid R:chard,the freſh 
waters, deſcending into the ſaid Chanel 
in great flouds, did overflow the Mea- 

 dows and Paſtures adjoyning , and alſo 
the before-ſpecified Road-way betwixt 
Taunton and B2idgwater : ſo that the 
overflowing of thoſe grounds , and pre- 
judice to the ſame way , was not at all 
worſe, after the ſaid new building of 
thoſe Mills, than it had been before ; 
and that this he was likewiſe ready to

And the ſaid Abbor farther anſwered,

did ſay; that the ſaid Bank,called South- 
lake wall, was in Othery (which ts par- 
cel of the ſaid Abbor's Mannour of 
Sowy ) and norinCUeſfon; and o 
was and had been time our of mind , as 
the fame Abbor had before pleaded : 
And they ſaid, that there never were or 
ought to be any Sewers 3 Gutters , 
Trenches, or Ditches in the ſaid Bank :

Y what hath been ſaid, ir being ez 

-ident enough, that thoſe Counties 
ot i99fland and Mar{hland were firſt 
the gifr of the Sea, and atterwatds de- 
fernded wich ſtrong banks made by the 
induſtry of the Romars , it would there: 
fore not be improper for me to go on, 
and ſhew with what care and coſt, as al- 
ſo by what means thoſe Banks, ſo made 
for their ſafeguard and preſcrvation, 
have been for many ages ſupported and 
maintained till this preſent : but begouſe 
I conccive it may better conduce to the 
more perſpicuous carrying On of my 
ſtory, to ſhew how that ſpacious Levell, 
lyinz Sourhwards towards the continent, 
and bounded with the high land (as I 
have already obſerved) came art firlt ro 
be a Fenny Lake , and then increaſed, 
by rra& of time, in depth, I ſhall reſerve

" whence they come ; and where they 
have their our-falls. Firſt therefore | 
ſhall begin with Gzant , whence Cams 
buidge (antiently called Gzantbugge) 
rook it's name, 

This, having it's original abour Aſh- 
well in Þartfozdfhire, bringing with ir 
the down-falls of part of that Country, 
and part of Eſier,pafleth through Cam- 
bzidgthire ; and ar Stretham mere (00 
- the borders of the lile of Elp ) unires ir 
{elf roa branch of the Duſe,being abour 
xx1j miles from it's firſt head.” 

WhichRiver(of Duſe)riſing neerSt- 
ſam in Nozthamptonſhtre, and.paſſing 
through, part of Buckingham and M3ed- 
fon (hires (whence'it raketh in ſeveral 
petty ſtreamlers ) at length deſcenderh 
by Huntenvon ro Erith, where ir di- 
viderh it ſelf into rwo branches ; the 
one falling Eaſt and by North (neer the 
bounds of the Ifle of Elp) ro Stretham 
mere aforeſaid, where ir receiveth the 
Grant above-mentioned ; and the other 
now called the Teſt water, North (ar 
the partition of Duntendonſhire and the 
ſaid Ifle) under Chateriz, ro Benwick; 
and there in former ages , meeting with 
a part ofthe River Mene.,ar a place cal- 
led S iſte', ir joyned with the 
firſt branches thereof (deſcending from

Aving thus deſcribed the riſe, 
| H = and-out-falls of theſe ſe- 
veral ſtreams, I now come tothe cauſe 
and occaſion of their inundation and 
drowning of this great level ; Where- 
by , inftead of the benefit which it 
might receive from their overflowings, 
in caſe they had cnjoyed their free and 
naturall paſſages and our-falls, ic hath 
been made, for the moſt part, for di- 
vers ages,a moſt unhealthy ſtagnation of 
waters, yielding no conſiderable profit 
to the Inhabitants, or thoſe that border 
upon ir. That the obſtruftion, which 
che before ſpecified Rivers hath had in 
paſſing our'freely, to rhe Sea, hath been 
the only cauſe of thoſe inundations and 
drownings already ſpoken of, is appa- 
rent enough : I ſhall therefore, in the 
next place make manifcſt what it is that 
hath:thus topped and choakt up theſe 
their out-falls. 
| VVhoſoever hath obſcrvcd the cons 
fant tides, which flow up the River of 
Ouſe, at Lynne, will find the water 
alwayes very thick and muddy there , 
becauſe the Sea bearing a large bredth 
Northwards from thence , workerh 
with ſo much diſtcmper : Ir is no won- 
der; therefore, that a great proportion 
of filt doth dayly ſettle in the mouth 
of that oſtiaric, and likewiſe in the 0- 
ther ; viz. Of {{ligbeche, Spalding 
and Boſton, ſo that in time it could 
not but grow to that thickneſſe 5 with- 
out ſome artificial hclpes to quicken 
the current, upon its evacuation at cve- 
ry ebbe, whereby it might be carried 
out again; that ir muſt needs force 
back the freſh warers, and cauſe rhem 
not only to overflow, but at length ro 
drown the whole levell, through which 
their ſtreames did paſſe. And this we 
ſce apparently was the caſe hcre: for

Add hereunto what likewife hath, of 
late years becn obſerved art UUlitleſey , in 
the caſting of thoſe Moats by Mr.#zder- 
wood, for the fencing in of his new plan- 
ration of fruit Trees ; viz. thar digging 
through the Moor at cight foor decp, 
they came to a perfeCt ſoil ,. and ſwaths

NWN ftrength, and places of defence; and 
drive them out as Cowards out of the 
Iſland : which was no ſooner ſaid, but 
that all who ſtood by, became caracſt 
ſutcrs to the King, that he would make 
no delay to encourage, and well reward 
whomſoever, that could by any Art or 
Skill vanquiſh his Encmies. The King 
cherefore yielding to theſe . their per- 
ſwaſions, cauſed this old woman to be 
privately ſent for, that it might not be 
ralkr of z and brought his Army toge- 
ther again, placing it on all parts of the 
Iſle, making Fortifications on evety {ide 
thereof, and appointing ſtrict guards to 
prevent the ifluing forth of any thar 
were within , left rhev ſhould know 

What was in hand, and uſe any means to 
hinder the ſame, 

All which being done,and underſtood 
by thoſe that werc within , it put them 
to no little diſturbance of mind, and 
likewiſe fear ; they not knowing what 
to do, becauſe rhe King had learnt ſome 
new way of warring againſt them : they 
therefore conſulting what was belt to 
be done, concluded ro ſcnd out ſome fir 
-perſon'to make a diſcovery, what it was 
that their Enemies were 1n hand with : 
bur finding no man fir for ſucha task, 
the Valiant Hereward reſolved to under- 

o it himſelf, either az a Scout, or 
ravailer ; or to alter his habit, though 
all were againſt it : and ay lengrh did fer 
forwards, taking with him only his Mare 

_called Swallow, which was always very 
lean and ilt ſhapenz bur of pace cx- 
ceeding {wift, and nimblc for ation. 

And when he went out, he changed 
his clothes , cut his hair and beard ; 
and being ſo cla?, mct with a Potter, 
whoſe Pots he took from him z and 
feigning himſelf a Potter took his way 
to the King's Court, then at Bzandon 
in Suffolk : And bcing got thither, ir 
—_— that he lodged ar the Houle of a 

idow, where that old Witch was 
entertained, who was to be brought pri- 
vily, for the deſtruction of all thoſe in 
the Iffe ; where he heard them diſcourſe 
in Latine, what Art was to be uſe for 
the ſubduing thereof, they deeming him 
ro be a plain Countrey fellow , and iz- 
norant of what they then diſcourſcd,

doores, he ſecretly followed them, and 
faw, that they went to a certain Spring,

in one of the Conſtables of the Towns 
and looking upon him ſaid, that he nc- 
ver ſaw any man in favour of faccand 
ſtature ſo like Hereward, as a poor man 
might be like to a rich, and a Country 
man to Souldicr : infomuch as divers 
came about him, dehiring to fee a man 
like fo much famed a perſon; and rhcre- 
upon brought {im into the King's Hall, 
amongſt the Knights and Souldicrs, char 
they might behold him : Bur fome 
when they ſaw him, ſaid that a man of 
no greater limbs could not be of thar 
valour and courage as Hereward was (aid 
to be, Others asked him if he knew, or 
had ever ſecn that wicked fellow, fcil. 


| Hereward, To whom he anſwered; Z 


wiſh that he were vow here amongſt us, he 
Leing the greateſt Enemy that I have : for 
he took 2 Cow and four ſheep from me, which 
were all the goods in the world that I had, 
except my Pots, and this Mare ; and the 
only irvelyhood for my ſelf and my twoSonns, 

. About this time the King's Dinner 
being making ready, Hereward retired 
into the Kitchin ; and afrcr Dinner the 
Servants , Cooks , and Grooms of the 
Kirchin gave him Wine and Beer, that 
they might make him drunk and laugh 
at him; ſcoffing at him diverſly 5 having 
a purpoſe to 7 a his Crown, and pull 
off the hair of his beard 5 and then ro 
hoodwink him , to the intent that he 
might break his own Pots, which they 
had ſer abour him, Bur refuſing to be 
thus abuſed, one of them ſtruck him, 
whom he rcquiced preſently with a 
blow that knockt him down; infomuch

WY ir being made known in the Houle, they 


apprehended him and pur him in ward: 
and ſoon after, the King being gone out 
ro hunt, one of his Keepers came and 
brought a naked Sword in one hand, 
and a pair of Ferrers in the other, which 
he rhreatned to pur upon him : but He- 
reward, being too nimble for him, wre- 
{ted the Sword out of his hold, and flew 
him ; and ſo, over hedgesand ditches 
haſted tothe King's outer Court, where 


 hefoundhis Mare; and though ſome 


purſued him, got ſafe away ro Somer- 
ſhani wood ;- where he hid himſelf cill 
the Moon ſhone after midnight, and 
then came into the 1{le. 

But whilſt he was thus in the wood, 
he chanced to meet with a pcrſon, 
whoſe Horſe was tired, and himſelf roo: 
and demanding of him who he was ; 
he told him that he was one of the 

King's Servants , that had purſucd a 
man, who had killed one of the Kirchin 
Boys, and another that had the cuſtody 
of him, after he was apprehended for 
that fa& : and deſired him, that for the 
bye of God, and generofities ſake, hc 
would diſcover to him, whether he ſaw 
{uch a fellow or not, whom he then de- 
ſcribed. To whom he replyed ; Becauſe 
thou requireſt me to tell thee, for the lave of 
God, and of generoſity, I will, Know there- 
fore, that 1 am theman: And nom, that 
thou maiſt be infallibly aſſured, that 1 am ſo, 
and that thou haſt ſpoken with me ;, take this 
thy Sword with thee for a teftimony, and 
leave thy lance with me, All which he re- 
ported ro the King; who with thoſe thar 
were then preſem, admired Hereward 
for an exccllent Souldier, 

The King therefore according to his 
former purpoſe, having prepared di- 
vers warlike Inſtruments , brought his 
whole Army to Aelreheth (now Au: 
D2ep ) cauſing great ſtore of wood and 
ſtone, with divers ſorts of fagors, and 
fuch like materials, to be carrycd thi- 
ther: And ſummoned all the Fiſher- 
men in thoſe parts, with their Boats, to 
meer at Cotingelade, rhar they mighr 
tranſport thither whatſoever was 
brought ; and raiſc large hills and heaps 
on this fide Alreheth , whereupon to 
fight, Amongſt which Fiſhermen came 


Hereward himfclf alſo with a Boar, uſingthe great 
all ſhew of diligence : and the ſame day Levell. 
before Sun ſerting, having ſet fire on Wo 
whart was ſo brought, and killed and 
drowned divers , he made his efca 
away : Andto the end he might not be 
known, he coloured his head and beard 
red ; neglecting no way to diſguiſe him- 
{c1f, which might further the doing of 
miſchief to his adverſaries : whereof 
the King hearing, commanded, that if 
ever he could be taken, he ſhould be 
brought alive to him without any hurt, 

Burt having warning by thele loſles, 
che King cauſed more ſtrict guards and 
watches day and night in every place ; 
and within ſeaven days raiſed four or 
'five mounts of earth and other materi- 
alls, in which rhey placed certain war- 
like Engines; intending, on the mor- 
row, with all their force to aflaulr the 
Iſle; and that they might the better 
ſucceed therein , ſer that old Witch 
before mentioned , upon the higheſt 
place, in the very midſt of them ; that, 
being {o well guarded, ſhe might cxer- 
ciſe her wicked Art, Who being ſo 
er up, made long ſpeeches againſt rhe 
Ifle, and all thoſe that were 1n ic, ma- 
\king fignes and ſhews of rheir being van- 
quitht ; and allways at the cnd of each 
ſpell,ſhe turned up her bare butrocks ro- 
wards the Ifle:Howbeir , as ſhe was be- 
ginning with her third ſpell, there were 
thoſe of the Iſle that ſer fire on the 
Reedes growing in the Fen all there- 
abours z which, by the help of the wind, 
ſpread ir ſelf no leſs than two furlongs ; 
and making a horrible noiſe of crackling

amoneſt the willows, and ſuch like Ve- 
getables, did ſo affright the aſlaylants, 
that they haſted away as faſt as they 
could ; but being troubled with the 
{moak,could not tell which way to be- 
'take themſclves,inſomuch as many were 
drowned, the defendants having the ad- 
vantage of the wind and ſmoak, getting 
out of the Iſle, and ſhouring mulritudes 
of arrows upon them. | 

And in this prodigious rout and con- 
fuſion of the affaylants, down tumbled

And now,thouzh I have already poin- 
red ar the extent of this lIfle from the 
words of the bcfore-ſpeciftied Charter of 
King Ethelbald: neverthelefle , becauſe 
1 find it aftcrwards more exactly ſet 
totth , by the confirmation of other 
Kings ; and that the knowledge of thoſe 
places therein expreſt, may give a clear-

Ule, as in the Pools and Fens within the 
Precincts thereof ; together with the 
Marſhes and wyoas of Alderiound , {i- 
ruate V Veſtwards , and oppolite there- 
to'; all which were annexed to theCoun- 
ty of Lincolne, accordinz to theſe ſubſc- 
quent boundaries ; viz. from JYaman 
land hirne, by the River of Nene, welt- 
wards, to Finſet (where there is aCroſs 
of ſtone {er up near the River) Thence 
ro Guints : thence to Folwardſtaking; 
and thence to Southlake, where it tal- 
leth into TUrland 3 And ſo paſſing over 
the ſaid River of WUeland , and begin- 
ning at Kenulphſtsn , near the ſtream, 
over againſt Southlake, where Xenulph 
the firit Abbor of this Monaſtery tixcd a 
Crofle of ſtone for the limu berwixr 
Crouland and Deping : And thence 
tending Northwards, near Aſpath, unto 
WWerwarlake,; and ſo ro Harinho!t; and 
then up by Mengarlake and Lurtiake, 
where the bounds of Doland and Reit?- 
vene are.

VVhich ample poſſcſhons, though 
they yielded not much profit , in regard 
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ſo great a quantity of them, lay then, for ac. 330. 


the moſt part under warer; yet can tt 
not be denycd, but thatupon the invaſi- 
on of thoſe Pagan Dares , inthe time of 
Beorred King of Mira, they hapned to 
be their chiefeſt refuge, the lives of molt 
of theMonks of this Abby;v>cing then {e- 
cured by means cf theſe {pacious Fenns; 
in the reeds and thickcts whereof they

hid 5 them(elves ; to avoid the cruchtics 30-49 3-29. 


of thoſe barbarous pcople z whillt the 
rcſt of their Covent were murthered, 
and the Abby burnt. V Vi:ich Monks fo 
preſcrved; and, aftcr that wotul maſa- 
cre, returning again, colrented themſelvs 
with ſuch habitations,as rhe ruines,there 
left, would afford them. Nor had they 
better, untill the time of King Eared,that 
Turketill, then his Chancellovr, taking to 
heart thoſe their ſuffcrinzs , procured 


that King to rebuild it: and not only fo, 
| but out of his ſingular devotion to God, 
'and affetion to this place , giving 
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fing himſelf ro be ſhorn a Monk,;became 
afterwards Abbor there. 

Whereupon ( through the munih- 
cence of that good King, and the bounty 
of the ſaid Turketil!) being thus reſtored 
to it's former ſplendor ; thete was no 
good means unattempted ; that miight 
conduce to the bettering and improving 
of che lands thereto belonging , for the 
moſt advantage, as may ſeem by thoſe 
endeavors of Abbor Egelric (in the times 
of King Edward the elder, and King E4- 
gar) who plowed upa large proportion 
of them for Corn which could not 
have been done without the help of 
drayning, I preſume ; for (faith 1-gul- 
phus * ) Fectt ettam, in annis firciatts , cul- 
turam in ſuis paluditus 8c, In dry years, 
he tilled the Fens 1# four places, at the four 
corners of them ,, and for three or four of \ 
gears had the increaſe of an hundred fold of 
what ſeed ſoever he ſowed, Amongſt which 
that Fen at Tedwarthar was the moſt frurt- 
full , the Monaſtery being ſo much enricht 
by theſe plentifull crops, that the whole Coun- 
try thereabouts was ſupplyed therewith : 
and multitude of poor people , reſorting 
thither for that reſpe#, Croautand became a 
large Town. 


The ſame /»8ulphus (who was Abbot } 


ſaith, « rhar in his days they had nor a- 
ny ſuch Tenants reſiding kere at Crott- 
land, as upon their other Lands , no man 
delighting to inhabit here any longer 
than he was neceſlitared (oro do ; inſo- 
much as thoſe who in time of warr be- 
took themſelves hirher for ſecurity ( as 
great nu:nbers of rich and poor from the 
neighbouring Countries did) afterwards 
rerurned back to their particular homes: 
none continuing here but their own do- 
meſtique family , with their wives and 
children. ro whom he did let to ferm a 
gteat proportion of the Marſhes and 
Meadows, belonging to this Abby ; for 
certain annual Rents, and other ſervices. 
For ! without Boats there was not then

and not only ſo, but with fearful curſesÞolann, _ 
pronounc'd by thoſe pious Donours ; a-( Crau- | |

Trahrs: nevertheleſſe it appears ®, that INN 
the Inhabitanes of Holand ( bordering... 
on the North-fide of Crouland) having' 1 « i 1 vil. | 
arayned their own Marſhes, and converte _ arg > i 
them to good ana fertile arable land, 3; z1 96. a: 
whereof each Town had their proper 
portion; wanting paſturage forrheir Cat- 
tel, took advantage of a falſerumouc 
then ſpread of King Henry the ſecond's 
dearth (ir being the xxxv. and laſt year 
of his Reign, and he then beyohd Sea) 
and bearing themſclves not a lictle on 
their ſtrength and wealth; thought thar 
they might opprefle the poar Monks 
of Crouland , withour any con- 
 eroul. 

| | Whereupon Gerard de Banroll, Fulke 
d Oirt, Thomas de Multon the elder , and 
Conan ſon of Helyas , who were much 
difpleaſed with the ſaid Motiks ofCrou- 
{and for other reſpe&s, aflociating ro 
themſclves Richard de Flet, and walter z 
with many others, came ro Necholas then 
Prior of Spalding, and moved him to 
be their Leadcr: and to augment the 
number, all the chief men of Eilow 
Wapentake, ſome few excepted , con- 
(piring wich them, ſometimes had their 
mectings in the Prior of Spalding's 
Barn, at CICAeffone , and ſomerimes in 
the Church at Þolbeche. When there- 
fore the Abbot of Crouland, according 
roCuſtome,kept up hisMarſhes,as every 
year he had uſed to do abour Rogatzore 
weckzand tothe end thathis Hay might 
have the better growth , cauſed Pro- 
clamation to be made upon theBridge ar 
Spalding, that the men of Holand and 
others ſhould keep their Cartel from co- 
miriz thcreinto ; rhey not only refuſed ſo 
tro do, bur drove in many more than they 
had formerly done, Whereupon the 
Abbors ſervants impounding them , the 
men of Holand grew very angry ; and 


having ſer a day, viz, the Feaſt of Nere- 


any acccſle thereto, there being no parh 
farther than to the gare of the Monaſtc- 


ry. | 
But notwithſtanding , that the Jands 
and poſſcſhons of this Abby, were, 
through the great bounty of ſeveral | 


Kings, and others , given thereto _— 
diyers ample privileges and immunities; 


5 and Achilletws, they then came intg 
the ſaid Marſh of Crouland, all armed; 
as it had been to bartail; ro the number 
of above three thouſand, Vhereof the 
Abbot having norice, he forthwith ( ac- 
companied with a few of his own Fami- 
ly) mer them at the Bank called Afendig 
( which is the boundary of Crotflann 


Fen) and carneſtly intreated peace witn 
| Eez them ; 
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' rear outrages, ſent fix Knights from. 


them; for he feared that they had a pur- | 


poſe to deſtroy the Abby , and to that 
end were {o come together. Burt they 
anſwered him ſcornfully , and paſſing 
through the midſt of the Fen , ſhared ir 


among theniſclves,accordingto the ſitu- 


ation of their Towns. And having ſo 
done, pirched Tents and made hurs on| 
every {ide the Abby; whercin they pla- 
ced guards of armed men to keep = 


part thereof. And likewiſe digg'd rurf, 
cut down a great part of the wood and 
Aldezgroves of Crouland and burnt 
them; depaſturcd their Meadows, and 
carryed away the Hay,with divers other 
violences, by the ſpace of xv days : the 
Abbot aid Monks with their (crvants be- 
ing all this while ſhut up , fo that rhey 
durſt ſcarce go out of theirChurch dores. 
In this lamentable condition there- 
fore, they reſolved to make complaint 
to the Kings Juſtices; - and to that end 
diſpatch'd a meſſenger to Geffrey Fitz 
Piers, then dwelling at Cltve in J202th- 
amptonſhire - who hearing of theſe 


Nozthampton , to be berter informed 
thereof, Which Knights coming firſt 
on the Eaſt fide of the Abby,there found 
the Tent of Stitton men, who were Te- 
nants tc Geffrey de Canvuill, and had all 
ſorts of weapons with them ; and ſaid, 
thar they were there by their Maſters 
command. So likewiſe did all the reſt 
anſwer, the Tent of Spalding men be- 
ing the laſt, 

But the Abbor himſelf, being moſt! 
ſenſible of theſe Eigh oppreſhons , gor 
out privately , and made all the haſtc he 
- 7 to London ; where he repreſen- 
ted ro Hubert walter (ſubſtirvre ro Ra- 
pulph de Glaxvill , the Kings Chief Ju- 


At the ſummons therefore of the be- 
fore-mentioned Geffrey fitz Prers,the ſaid 
Prior ofSpalding,and the other Delin- 
quents, met him at Deping ; to which 
place the ſaid Geffrey brought many emi- 


[nent perſons with him , vpon the Friday 
|1n Whitſon week , where the Abbot of 


Crouland chardged them with the 
breach of the Kings Peace, and all the 
violence and wrong before-ſpecified, 
There were likewiſe ſeven particular 
men , whoſtood up, and on the ſaid 
Abbers behalf; laid ro the chardge of 
ſeven of the principal offenders , that 
each of them had damnified the Abbor 
ro the value of xx Marks: Whereupon 
ſome of them were ſent -to Priſon-to 
Nozthampton , ſome ro Rokingham, 
and (ome to other places. 

The parciculars rouching this ſure; for 
it laſted five years , would be roo much 
trouble to rehearſe : bur ar lenzth the 
Abbot prevailed, and recovered the poſ- 
{cſſion of thoſe Marſhes; the bufineſſe 
being determined in the year MCXCxr17, 
(5R.1.) 

But though this ſute had then an end, 
the Prior of Spalding reacwed his for- 
mer claim : yet in thc end chey came to 
an amicable agreement ", by a Fine le- 
vyed betwixt them in 18 FH. 


ſtice , then beyond Seca with the King) 
and to his fellow Judges, theſe great in- 
juries and abuſes; fthewing them the 
Kinzs Charter, which ſerteth forth rhe 
bounds of thoſe their Fens.

About this time Wl, de Albiner (a 
great man in theſe parts) challenged 
right of Common in divers of theſe 
Fens.

3. betwixt the then 
Abbot of Crouland,and Prior of Spal- 
ding, and the {aid #:/ram, it was detct- 
mined ; that he the ſaid w:llram, and 
his Heirs, ſhould have Common of Pa- 
ſture, for all manner of Cartel bc- 
longing ro himſclf and all his Te-

ſhall nexr take notice of the manifold 
endeavours and vaſt experces in that 
kind, which have been uſed in order 
thereto : as alſo of ſuch dreadfull inun- 
dations from che Sea, by reaſon of ſun- 
dry violent tempeſts; or of che ſame 
freſh waters, which for divers ages 
have hapned in theſe parts, 
In the year MCCxxxw:, (21, H. 3.) 
onthe morrow after Martinmaſs day, 
and for the ſpace of eight dayes more, 
{o boiſterous were the winds, that the 
Sea, being raiſed much higher than irs 
uſual bounds, broke in at TUiſe- 


beche, and other places of this Coun- | 


try, ita quod navicule, pecora, necnon & 
hominum maxima periit multitudo, ſaith 
2 Math, weſtm, So that of little Veſſels, 
Cattel, and people, very many were de- 
ſtroyed, 

And about ſeventeen years after, 
there hapned ſuch another wotfull acci-

neither did the ſaid El:zabeth , nor 
any of the Barſhland Land men, nor 
of the Countics of J2o2folk, Suffolk; 
and Cambudge, having Lands there- 
abouts, make any appearance at all, 

Whercupon the ſaid King ſent ano- 
ther Writ to the before] pecified Geffrey 
le Scrope & his afſociats, requiring them 
without tarther delay, to proceed to 
the raking of the ſaid Inquifition, upon 
che ſame xv. of the holy Trity, 
Which VVrit bears "date the we 
of May, in the year aboveſaid. 

Art which time the Jurors for the 
County of Noxfolke, impaneMed an\ 
ſworn, did ſay upon their Oats ; that 


Walter de Langton, {ometime Bithop of 


Coventre and Lichfiely , did, for the 
Draytiing of his Miannour of Coldham, 
about one. and”tHirry years then paſt, 
cauſe a ſtop ro be made ar Dntwell, of 
the before-meationed water; by reaſon 
whercof, thoſe men who had occaſion 
to go with Ships and other Veſſels , la- 
den with Goods and Merchandize, 
from Þolme, Parley, and other parts 
thereabouts,unto the Port of Bit;ops 
Lenne in Norfolk; as alſo ſuch as had 


' a mind ro return direQly from thence 


ro Ptterbozough and the parrs atore- 
ſaid , could nor pafſe with their Ships 
and Veſſels,a5 antiemly before rhat ſtop 
was ſo made they had uſed ro do bur 
were forced to goalong way abour ; 
Viz, by Dd TUellen hee, and Lyttle 
pot ( which in going to and fro is fifty 
milcs and more) whereby Corn, Tim- 
ber, Wool, Recd, Turf, Stone , and 0- 
ther Commoditics were the dearer ; 
and ſo likewiſe were Fiſh, Herings,and 
other Vietuals , by teafon of that cir- 


cuit, to the damage of the Inhabitants 
of Nozfolke CC '. every year. 

And being asked in whoſe foyl the 
ſaid top was ſo made at firſt , they an- 
ſwered in the Kings ſoyl ; and ſaid, that 
che Common Road & paſſage for ſhips 
and Boats had wont to be there, before 
the ſaid ſtop was ſo ma dezand the wa- 
ter likewiſe comon for fiſhing ro all che 
Neighbourhood. And they allo ſaid, 
that the borderers on each part there- 
of were either Tenants to the Abbor 
of Ramlep, the Earl warren, or of Fohx 
de Bardolf,and other Lords. And being 
farther asked, whether the ſaid Edmund 
or Elizabeth did in thcir times do any 
thing for the maintenance and keeping 
up of that Nam ; they ſaid, that after 
the before-ſpecificd Biſhop had firſt 
made it , it did not need any repair or 
amendment; and that the ſaid Robert 
Peverell, Edmund , or Elizabeth, did nor 
in their times meddle ar all there- 
| with. 


And the Jurors for the County of 
; Lincolne impanclled and ſworn , ſaid 
| upon their Oathe; that the Chanel cal- 
'led South E dyke, beginning art Crou- 
and, and exrending ir ſelfroTyd, in 
'that County, through which the freſh 
| waters deſcending from the Fens and 
;Up-Countries, uſed to paſs untorhe 
'Sea, by raifing the creſt thereof no 
more than two foot z was thenſcarce 
ſufficient to carry away thofe waters, 
by reaſon of the before-mentioned ob- 
ſtru&ion, though: the Bank was in 
height no leſs than xv. foot on cach 
ſide : And that before this obſtruction 
was {o made, whenſoever there was

than xl, thouſand Acres of Moor and 
Mariſh ground in Holand fen, were 
overflowed and drowned, 

And they farther faid,that the Abby 
of Crowland was founded by the Pro:

'overflowing of thoſe waters , every. 
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(Z> Nene, deſcending from Peterbo- 


proportion of arable, belonging to all 


thereto , were by means of this ob- 


ſtruction overflowed and drowned ; {o 
that the poſſeſſions of that Monaſtery 
would not ſuffice ro maintain the 
Houſe, except the number of Monks 
were leſſened : and that, by means 
thereof, the King, in the times of Va- 
cancie of the ſaid Abby, did loſe the! 
benefit which might accrue co him 
thereby. And they ſaid morcover, thar

Moor and Marſhes to the Mootes of 
Keſtevene , were ſo overflowed and 
drowned , that the Lords and Com- 
moners of all the Towns, adjacent 
on every part, haJl, by reaſon of thar 
obſtruction, loſt the profits belonging

And they farther ſaid , that the 
Common paſſage for Ships and Boats 
from Crouland ro the Haven of 
Lenne, wich Corn and other Commo- 
dittes, had wont to be by rhe ſaid 


Town of Outwell, where t e before- 
ſpecified obſtruction waszand-thar then 


they were conſtrained, by reaſon of that 
ſtop, to go about, by Did Ys 
and Litle pozt , which is.fifry miles 
farther than the other way; to the 
damage of che King and his liege peo- 
ple of thoſe parts, a thouſand Marks 
yearly. | 

And the Jurors for Cambaidglhite 
impanelled and ſworn, did ſay upon 
their Oarths, that the River of Duſle, 
deſcending from Huntendon, being the 
bounds berwixx Cambaivge and 
Duntendon ſhires ; and the River of 


rough, and other parts above, did meer 
ar Benwick in Camboidgſhire 3 and 
had uſed to run directly trom thence, 
to the ſaid Port of Lenne, by the be- 
fore-ſpecified Town of Dutwell, un-

to; and forthe length and tredth of 
about xxx. miles , were commonly 
overflowed and drowned every year ; 
ſo that neither the owners © the {aid 
Lands &c. nor the Commoners, had 
any yearly profit by them ; to the da- 
mage of the ſaid King and the Inhabi- 
tants of thoſe parts, and ſuch as would 
paſs that way, CC', and upwards every 
year. | 
And they ſaid moreover, that for the 
reaſons aboveſaid, there was not that 
paſſage for Veſſells with Corn and 
Merchandizerowards the beforc-men- 
tioned Port, as had uſed to be, neither 
in going nor returning, except by DID 
CUellenhee and Lytle pozt, which is 
xXXU1, miles abour. 

And the ſaid Jurors beirig asked 
how much the ſaid Mannour of Cold- 


tham was then more worth annually, 


than it had been before that ſtop was 
fo made ; they anſwered x!', by rhe 
year. - 

And the Jurors for Puntendott- 
ſhire, empanelled and {worn for the 
{lame purpoſe, ſaid upon their Oaths ; 
that whereas men would paſs from the 


direfly towards the Haven of Lenng 
aforeſaid, with navigable Veſſels laden 
with Gorn and other vendible commsgs- 
dities, by the ſaid Town of Duttdell ; 
they wete then hindred by the ſaid 
Nam, that they were conſtrained to go 
about more rhan fifty miles. 

And they farther ſaid; that all the 
Meadows, Lands, Paſtures, Fens, and 
Turbaries, from the Towa of $S. Neots 
in Puntendontſhire, lying adjacent or 
neet to the River Duſlſe, in length xxx. 
miles, and in bredth x. miles, more or 
leſs, unto the Town of WBenwtke, 
where the Rivers of Duſe and Mene 
have their confluence and likewiſc 
che Lands, Meadows; Paſtures, and 
Fens of all the Towns, betwixrt Ay- 
lington in that County, unto. a place 
called Muſtcote inche Fen, which is 
xvi, miles, in Aloud times were over: 
lowed and drowned, by reaſon thar 
they could riot paſs away as they had 
uſed rodo, ſo thatthe Lords of thoſe 
Fens and their Tenants, as alſo the 
Commoners in them, did totally loſe 


hire; and which were adjacent there-

Towns of Jakele, Dolme, Glatton, -

And they moreover ordained, that 
one Clow ſhould be made art Hilla- 
ryes d2ove, berween !UIUiſebeche and 
Elme, at the coſt of the Landholders 
antiently agiſted thereto , who had 
wont to make and repair the ſame, And 
that one other Clow ſhould be made 
upon the River of UUiſebeche, neer ro 
the meſluage of Thomas Howes, Barkcre; 
ſo that the water coming our of the 
fields of Elme, by the paſlage called 
Uykozſgote, might Drain there , in 
default of a Gote called Dgagarde : 
and that a Bank be made from that 
Clow, unto the houſe of Wiliam Maſte, 
Bocher, on the South fide of that Sew- 
er; and another Bank from the ſaid 


Clow,unto the houſc of Thomas Howe,' 


Barkere , on the other ſide of the ſaid 
Sewer , for hindring the Sand broughc 
up by the Tides, from choaking up of 
the ſaid Sewer, 

And they likewile ordained , that 
there ſhould be aCauſey made neer un- 
to Maryeſ1arre , whereof the ane 
end to begin at Maryeſbarre , and (6 
overthwart beyond the River ot Elme, 
unto Loveday diche ; which Cauley ro 
be eight foor in height, x foor in 
bredth arthe top, and thirty two foor 
at the bottom ; and a Clow made 
there, at the charges of thoſe who were 
to have benetir thereby , for the bring- 
ing in freſh water into the River of 
Elme, when need ſhould be.

And they alſo preſented and ordain- 
ed, that one Bank ſhould be made new, 
and begin at Uernounes Copner, up- | 
on Biſhopſedike; and ſo ro extend, di- 
re&tly, ro the Bank of (IUelle, upon 
the ſoy], latcly belonging ro Hamer de 
Vernoun in part ; and in-part upon the

Whereupon command was given

; obſerved, according to the tenor and 


effect of them; they ſeverally anſwered, 


that as to the repair of the Bank, which 
beginneth over againſt che Gate of 
Ulilſebeche Caſtle,and gocth ro Gonel- 
Diche ; chence ro Banſted Htirne ; 
thence to Tylnephtrne ; thence to 
Coldham hithe , thence ro Bareyſl- 
dam; thence co Charite Crofſe , and 
thence to Yernourns Cornet : and as to 
the making of the new Dich there, 
from that place, all along to the Bank 
of TUelle , and ſo. to the River of 
CUelle : and likewiſe as to the eight 
barrs upon the ſame Bank, they did al- 
ſent to them all. 

Andas to O2apndike and Blake- 
Dike Floudgarcs, and Cretts, within the 
ſame precin&t, they did alſoconcur. 
And as to the Agiſtment ro be new 
made, according to the proportion that 
every one held, and the performance of 
all other things, they could neither for 
chemſelves, nor the Towns aforeſaid, 
gainſay them : And therefore they did 
well agree and deſire, thar all the ſame 
Ordinances ſocſtabliſhed as aforeſaid, 
ſhould for the future be performed in 
every Article, to the full , according to 
the force and effe& of them ; and for 
che accompliſhment thereof , they did 
ſecerally oblige themſelves wirhout a- 
ny contradition, And Fohn Payne, 
who then proſecured for the King , re- 
quired; that Fohz Stmmeſon , with the
